But there s another plinse of the ques-

tlon whicly ought 10 be considerad care-
fully, and thnt 18 o= to what
Lin taken legally,

The act of the legisinture of 1581, re-
ferrddl to I Mr, Golvin's resolutlon, wils
an pamendment 1o the village charter,
Heetlon 156 reads s follows: “Any action
taken by sald corporation under the pros
vislons of this act, or relating o the
motters thepeln set forth, shall bhe by vote
of the mujority’ of the legal voters of
sald village ot a mecting duly woarned and
holden.'* A question hns arisen as to
whether this menns the majority of tha
yoters present at o meeting. Some think
that 1t dees, while others think It means
that netlon mny be tuken only on. n vote
of the majority of all the voters In the vli-
lhge, Bond houses nre partleular about

* wiying bonds, nnd if the village should
yotdy to Iseue bonds to pay for o waler
yetdm there 1s little doubt but that the
legality of the vote woull be auestioned.

One view of the motler was expressod
by €, H. Davenport at a village meet-
Ing March 7, 1808, called to act on the
report of o committee to invesilgnte the
witer question. At that timne J. L.
Mirtin voleedd a  compinint about the
prica charged by George E. Crowell for
wiater for Jomestle use. The Windham
County Reformer of Mareh 10, 1863, of
which Mr. Davenport was then editor, con-
tilped the followlng In A two-column
roport of tha meeting:

“(, H., Davenport sald that It seemed
1o Nlm thut the villnge should look to sde
whare It would be loft If it didn't adopt
the report. 'The questlon which this
moeling was to answer ag embodled In
the report was whether
satisflod with the Qrowcll system. 1If
wo #iy yes hie can go on and put in his
plant for an additional supply; if he
does not the resolutions provide & reém-
edy with the instructlons for wnother
mootlng. If we s#ay no, It will be equiv-
alent to o notiee to him that we want
nothing of his system, and he won't, of
course, Incur the expense of the additional
phint—no one would In hils place—and
then where will the villnge be® There
will not ‘only be a delay of n year, ne the
mnart points out, but In all jkelibood
of many yYwurs, The charter requires
that & mujority of 4l the voters of the
village must vote 'ged’ Lefore the villnge
cin go into the soheme. How long Is it
golng to be before enough oan be got
out so thal the ‘yed’ voters will be o ma-
Jority of all In the village? There has
nover yebt beon so lirge a modting. Ta
reject the report, therefore, would mean
1o hold the vilage helplesa, to delny or
prevent getting an adequate supply, 1o
poerpelunte  the very conditions com-
ploined about, As to the prices pahont
which Mr., Muartin talks, we all know
thiat they are nol high enough so that Lo
hits ever made n dolar out of the works,
and he pever will, When there 18 patraon=
nge onoligh to ollow thut he will reduce
tha prives; for Lthat s his woyv, Fle wont

sleps can

inte the enterprise for the public good,
not his own, us he always dots, nnd
nfter the thing had becn miked about

Tor &6 years withowt anybady, publle op
private, tuking the first step.  If the thme
ever comes when the village wants Lo own
its water works the way Is to buy thesa,
There o a Golden Rule to olbmerve n
public s well hs private—and In this
cnge I Is the one that will pay best.*

FACTS TO BE CONSIDERED.

This
ltem would be 4 large ote, counting up
Into tens of thousands of dollurs. It has
nlready cost Mr, Crowell more than $2)
1o take care of the drninage from o singlo
farm in Pleasant valley,

Tuking these |tems Into account 'In
connectlon with the woll-known fuet that
the wost of all #uch enterprises alwnys
largely overruns the originil estlmates, It
Il evident thie the cost of & woaler syse-
tem would be from $300,000 to §400,000,

The time hns
come for the village to own and opernte
s own water system, at o price it ean
aftord 1o, The water eates for the past
yenr lhuve boen grently lnerease owing
to the fact thot meters nre bolng put on
ns fast as poasible, 'The PBrattleboro
House pald for water Innt winter 3168
One connumer who wan paylng §16 per
quarter nfter being put on o meter hnd a
bill for $10.88 for the next quarter. Thae
price for furnishing the schoola will be
tén - times more thin  sear than any
previous one. No wonder Mr. Fitts wants
o court’s commisslon when with the work
completed and the exorbitant rates oharg-
od to show falr returns on the investmont
of $400,000 the village will have to mettle
for n blg price. What Mr, Fitts and the
bond holders want, the villsge does not
want., The stulement In the loonl preass
that the village vannot proceed until after
the next sesslon of the leglalature is
wrong, The amendment to the village
oharter In 1892, drawn by Hon, J. L. Mar-
tin, then our representullve, gives usm ag
complete power as any leglsloture coan
confer either to purchase or consiruct a
wystem.  Under It the village can go
ahead without paying any attention to
elther of the water companles, No one
onn enjoln them and no one ¥nows this
hetter than Mr, Fitta, If Mr, Crowell Is
golng to meler the witer for private con-
sumers he of course will be willlng to
use the largest single taker (the wvillage)
the snme nnd metor the water for hydrant

sorvice.
